Senator Hopkins started out with a smal! 
lead, but he lost slowly as the precinct votes 
from the north and the far south wards came 
in until finally he fell 2,000 votes behind Mr.

Reports from twenty-four precincts in 
Cook county outside of the city—about one- 
fifth—give Deneen two votes to Yates’ one. 


Lorimer Votes Bunched. 


In the grand total of votes shown in the 
returns in Chicago the smaller democratic 
wards nearly outvoted the larger repubiican 
ones. In base ball parlance, they “ bunched 
their hits and thus cut down the majority 
the governor had every reason to expect. It 
was the democratic warda which made the 
contest in Chicago so close. 

With two exceptions, Deneen carried an 
the wards he was expected to carry. Lor- 
imer did not deliver to Yates anything which 
had not been already discounted tn advance. 
But a ward which went to Deneen was fairly 
divided, so that the goverror would not have 
more than a 25 or 50 per cent majority.

Clean Sweep by Yates. 


There were precincts in the Ninth and 
Tenth, the Cooke wards; the Eleventh, Joe 
Bidwill’s; the Eighteenth, George Bers's; the 
Nineteenth, Chris Mamer’s, and the Fourth 
and Fifth, Magerstadt’s territory, where 
Gov. Deneén only got from two to six votes. 
In one case, the Twelfth precinct of the 
Tenth ward, he only had 1 vote to 86 for 
Yatee All through these wards, whatever 
Yates got was pretty nearly clear majority. 

In the large republican wards Deneen car- 
ried precinct after precinct without trouble. 
He beat Yates 2 to 1 in the number through- 
out the entire eity in which he had major- 
ities. But one precinct in a democratic ward 
would come along with a majority of from 
75 to 100 for Yates and offset three precincts 
in 4 republican ward. In the latter twice 
and three times as many votes would be 
cast as in the democratic stronghold, but 
the democratic ones were all one way and 
the republican normally divided. 

Two wards classed as republican went for 
Yates—the Thirteenth and Twentieth. They 
are in Lorimer’s congressional district, and 
in them he made a personal fight. He had 
to make it if he was to return to Washing- 
ton. They were acknowledgedly close un- 
der any conditions,’ but the result in the 
Thirteenth was a surprise toll observers.

Democratic Votes Responsible. 


But after everything ie said, in the last 
analysis. as the logicians say, it was the 
democratic votes in the democrate wards 
which kept the Deneen majority in Chicago 
down to the ‘vw figures and made the fight 
tor the republican nomination for governor 
such a closes one. 

The result in the Ninth ward alone proves 
this conclusively. This is a democratic 
stronghold. It has given as high as 5,500 
out of a total vote of less than 9,000 for 
democratic candidates. The democratic boss 
there is William Loeffier. He moved to the 
north side, but he still keeps his hold on the 
ward. Loeffier and Jolin A. Cooke, who was 
republican boss in the ward and Lorimer’s 
chief lieutenant until he was sent to the pen- 
itentiary, always have been close friends. 


Example of Yates Gain. 


But in this overwhelmingly democratic 
ward, where the democrats outnumber the 
republicans four and five to one and the votes 
ought to have been divided accordingly at the 
primaries of the two/parties, over twice as 
many voters went to the republican as the 
democratic primaries. =e votes cast for 
governor were; 

For two republican candidates .............2,208 
For seven democratic candidates ..........-1,088 


Ot the votes cast at the republican pri- 
maries Yates got 2,066 and Deneen 232, a 
majority of 1,834 for Yates, or 806 more than 
all the votes cast for all thé democratic can- 
didates. There are not 2,208 republican 
votes in the enti ward. 

These tactics wefe repeated in the Tenth 
ward, also strongly democratic and under 
the domination of William Loeffler on the 
democratic side and Lerimer on the repub- 
lican. This ward cast 1,583 votes at the re- 
publican primaries, which would have been 

a large vote for it to give a republican can- 
didate on a national election. Deneen had 
only 175 vetes, however, the Yates majority 
being 1,283. : 

Almost Rivals Roosevelt. 


Anothef comparison shows even more star- 
tling results. In 904 there was a republican 
landelide in Chicago. Theodore Roosevelt 
carried every ward in Chicago. His plurality 
was less in the Ninth than any of the others, 
but he carried it. 

Yates, however, in the Ninth, Tenth, Elev- 
enth, and Eighteenth wards, four democratic 
strongholds, secured 60 per cent of the num- 
ber of votes cast for Roosevelt in 1904. 

In two normal republican wards, the Twen- 
ty-first and Twenty-second, the percentage 
of votes cast for both Deneen and Yates was 
40 per cent of the Roosevelt vote. 

No republican candidate before or since 
ever has received on election day anything 
like the vote cast for Roosevelt in 1904. 

That Yates received the unqualified and 
active support of the liquor interests in 
Chicago was abundantly proven by \the re- 
turns. Every ward which he carried is what 
is known as a liquor ward.“ Outside of the 
First ward, where Alg. Kenna was able to 
keep most of his dertiocratic workers within 
the party fold, the more the ward was re- 
garded as a saloon stronghold the larger the 
Yates ‘majority in it. There was no varia- 
tion from the rule. 


Deneen Men Are Cheered. 


Some good cheer animated the wheelhorses 
and the simple onlookers who assembled in 
the evening in the Deneen headquarters in 
the Grand Pacific hotel. 

The early returns gave Mri Deneen so slight 
a lead over his opponent tha: the ani 
while not exactly discouraging, wasn’t of the 
sort to excite vociferous applause, but 
when it was announced:

Fight Will Live in History. 


The Deneen- Yates fight will be remembered 
as a most peculiarly staged contest, as well 
as one of the bitter personal conflicts of the 
state. 

That the man who contributed most to mak - 
ing Deneen governor should be endeavoring 
to unseat him, and that he should be doing 
it with the aid of the man who chiefly was 
responsibie for his own unseating four years 
before, made the contest sensational enough 
without the addition of the vitriolic at 
which the newly recombined Yates and 
mer mace on the present governor. 

One of the big surprises’ of the campaign 
was the amount of money which Yates fourd 
available. That the canvass of Cook county 
and the rest of the state was expensive was 
not denied by the Yates managers, although 
they disputed vigorously the Deneen charge 
that they were spending a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. 

Deneen had not been regarded as a safe 
man to have in the executive office from a 
railroad standpoint, and some of the principal 
roads at the state are said to have been fa- 
vorable to the Yates candidacy. The Yates 
managers said that the campaign fund was 
raised by the personal subscriptions of the 
tormer“governor’s friends and admirers. 


Yates Talks; Deneen. Acts. 


Both candidates had made thorough, care- 
ful canvasses of the entire state, Yates with 
the dash and vim with which he always has 
thrown himself into primary fights. Deneen, 
held back by the recollection that in popular 
opinion he owed his office to Yates, was re- 
strained from personal attacks on Yates, no 
matter how badly his fingers may have 
itched to take hold of the former governor's 
record.

TRIBUNE FLASHES RETURNS 


Gigantic: Eleetrie Sign Gives 
First News to Thousands. 


FIRST OF KIND EVER USED. 


Letters 200 Feet in Air Easily Read by 
Eager Crowd, 


At least 100,000 persons in State street 
watched the primary returns last evening. 
As fast as the votes were counted; precinct 
by precinct, the returns were displayed by 
Tue TRIBUNE on a gigentic sign on the roof 
ef the Dyche building at State and Randolph 
streets. 

The brilliant letters, 200 feet in the air, 
were plainly visible for more than four blocks 
down State street, and as the various contests 
increased in interest the crowd gathered 
until the big thoroughfare from Randolph 
to Adams street was thronged with men and 
women, all watching the returns with eager 
interest. 

Crowd Quickly Fills Street. 

For the time being the sign was the center 
of interest for the entire.city. Nowhere else 
were the voting returns so easily learned or 
so graphicauy displayed. And, as word spread 
through the loop district, the Saturday night 
crowd made its way into the neighborhood of 
the Dyche building until there seemed to be 
no limit to the number of pedestrians. 

Automobiliste, too, found the bulletins in- 
teresting. Early in the evening they insisted 
on stopping in the middle of the roadway and 
viewing the sign in a leisurely manner that 
took no account of the fact that- they were 
blocking the main thoroughfare of the city, 
For a time the police had to argue with the 
vigor of Glencoe constables, but toward the 
middle of the ee the motorists were 
indticed to line up along the curb and watch 
things in orderly fashion, 


First.Sign of Ite Kind. 

The big sign, the first of its Kind in the 
United States, was itself an object of a good 
deal of interest. It was arranged in four 
lines, with fifteen spaces to each line. Each 
space was three feet high and two and a 
half feet wide, and each served as a letter or 
figure, as the operator who controlled the 
electric connections desired. 

Tne characters were controlled by a mech- 
antam like an ordinary typewriter. As the 
returns came in they were telephoned from 
Tur Tarom office directly to the operator, 
who sat under the sign. The bulletin was 
then written on the typewriter, the keys con- 
trolling, not type, but a group of minute elec- 
trical connections. | 

Each of the spaces on the sign contained 
twenty-five lights, arranged in close order 
on a rectangular field. As each key was 
pressed by the operator the contact to the 
lights required to form a letter was made, 
and when the bulletin was completed and the 
current turned on the entire message flashed 
out on the sign. 

Rapid Change of Bulletins, 

Or an average the bulletins were changed 
once every sixty seconds, and followed close- 
ly the progress of the count on the returns 
for governor, United States senator, and 
siate’s attorney, the minor contests being 
recorded by less frequent bulletins. Now and 
then, as the returns came in unusually fast, 
the operator established a record by chang- 
ing his entire sign in forty-five seconds. 

Among the republicans, of course, interest 
centered in the gubernatorial fight between 
Deneen and Yates. As the returns vaciliated 
from one side ts the other, giving now one 
and now the other a small lead. murmurs of 
excitement ran up and down the crowd, and 
when it was announced early in the evening 
that Deneén had carried the city by 3,000 
cheer after cheer swept along the line. 

Cheers for Other Candidates. 

There were lots of other things to cheer for, 
and the crowd took full advantage of the sit- 
nation. Col. Lewis’ friends found much sat- 
istaction in the bulletins that announced him 
well in the lead in Chicago, and Congressman 
Foss, Candidate for senator, would have been 
gratified highly by the enthusiasm that bul- 
Jetins favorable to him aroused. 

It was a noisy evening and not until the 
jest returns were in and the good night 
message flashed were 
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rested solely upon his own shoulders. He 
had to furnish his own literature, his own 
staf of publicity experts, and suppiy his 
own etamps—not the least of the expenses. 

A respectable fortune was expended by 
the seven candidates for governor and their 
supporters, 


_ Estimate Yates Spent $50,000. 

It is estimated that the Yates campaign 
cost the former governor about 50.000. 
Other candidates for the chief office in Iill- 
nois are not supposed to have spent so much: 
in fact, it is believed that some of them did 
not expend over $2.000, or possibly $3.000, in 
the effort to land the nomination. 

Among the democratic aspirants for the 
candidacy it was estimated by John P. Tan- 
sey, secretary of the democratic county cen- 
tral committee. that Douglas Pattison spent 


Next in importance is the list of expenses 
of the several candidates for the e of 
state's attorney. “Because of the great in- 
terest in the canipaign waged over this 
office the candidates are declared to have 
invested large amounts. : i 

It is estimated that the expenses of the 
candidates ran from $500 up to $5000 or 
96,000. Many of the candidates are known 
to have spent small amounts, while others 
put out larger sums. The amounts were 
divided about equally between the repub- 
licans and democrats. | 


| Expenses of Municipal Judges. 

Candidates for judges of the Munfeipal 
court found that $550 was the average sum 
necessary to get acquainted with 
voters to permit it to be generally known that 
they. were in the race. As there are fifty- 
eight candidates on the democratic and forty- 
three on the republican ticket this item 
reached the sum of $55,550. 

According to a friend of Harry Rosenthal, 
democratic candidate for member of the state 
board of equalization, it takes but $15 to run 
for that office. Just how Mr. Rosenthal 
spent that much money the friend could not 
say. Hans J. Jensen, Mr. Rosenthal’s op- 
ponent for that same office. frittered away 
$100 in the course of the campaign, according 
to this same friend. Would-be county com- 
missioners, of whom there are eighty-seven 
in the race, are supposed to have expended 
$300 each. In view of the fact that but ten of 
these candidates may be elected this is not 
as cheap a race as one might 0e at first 


sight. é 
Deneen Paid Railroad Bilis. 
The money which Gov. Deneen spent in the 
course of his campaign went to a great ex- 


stages of the campaign he madea tour of the 
state In a special car. The governor refused 
to de the guest of the railroads over which 
he traveled. and the outlay of cash which 
resulted made quite a hole in the campaign 
fund.

Send Out 4,000 Letters. 

An illustration of the manner in which mall 
matter was strewn about the city is shown by 
the campaign of James C. Dooley, democratic 
candidate for municipal judge.

“Through Dr. Curtis I have learned that 
many of you are taking an active part in 
various athletic contests and athletic events 
in your city. I am glad to see this. I believe 
in work. and I do not believe in sacrificing 
work to play: but I most emphatically be- 
lieve also in play. A boy or girl who hasa 
healthy body will be all the better fit for 

serious work, and/if the health comes 
through vigorous sports pursued in an hon- 
orable, straightforward manner, not only 
the mind but the character is benefited. 

“To the boys I wish to say a special good 
word. I emphatically believe in manliness, 
im courage, in physical address, but I be- 
lieve quite as much in good comradeship 
and in a spirit of fair play. I hope that 
wherever you enter a contest you will do 
all that is in you to win, and yet that you 
will remember that it is far better to fail 
than to win by any unfairness, by any under- 
hand trickery. Keep in mind that it is only 
by persistent effort in the face of discourage- 
ment that any of us ever do anything that 
is really worth while doing. The fellow 
who gives up when he is beaten once is made 


4 of mighty poor stuff, and if he thus gives up

Nine Year Old Child of Milwaukee 
Found in Filthy Room—No Food or 
Water for Thirty-six Hours. 


Milwaukee, Wis., . Aug. 8—[Special.}— 
Chained to the basement floor in a filthy, 
foul smelling room, Joseph Sepin, 9 years of 
age, and residing with his father and step- 
mother at 419 Vilet street, was held a pris- 
oper without food or water for thirty-six 
hours by a cruel father, and was released 
only when Supt.

Lots and Houses Sought. ' 

Here and there, however, subdividers are 
doing considerable business, some reporting 
a fair demand for lots. generally of the cheap- 
er sort, while others report a good inquiry for 
completed homes, running from the ches 
cottage to the medium and better class 0 
residences and two flat buildings, for the 
latter has come to be one of the most saie- 
able propositions in the market today. Many 
report the demand in excess of the supply and 
the indications point to much building in a 
line during the coming fall.

Outside 
building loans, into which a great deal of 
money has 5 going during the last two 
and a4 bal ‘three months, are nat 
quite so easily  memotaled as @ month ago, 
and 5% per cent is the preVailing rate, al- 
though many small loans are being placed at 
6 per cent. 

As a matter of fact, the loan record for 
July shows a greater number of 6 per 
cent s than for any other rate, the

Flat Loans Affected. 


Considerable difficulty also is being expe- 
rienced in securing a renewal of maturing 
flat loans, especially for large amounts, the 
disposition of lenders being to ask for a ma- 
terial reduction of the principal, generally 
of about 10 per cent, under the plea, as re- 
ported by one large lender, that inasmuch 
as the cost of building is from 10 to 15 per 
cent cheaper than a year or two ago, it is 
only prudence on the part of the lender to 
ask for a reduction in the loan commen- 

surate with the decreased value of the bulld- 
ing, as figured by present standards. When 
satisfactory reductions are not made by bor- 

rowers, an increase in the Interest rate to 5% 

or 6 per cent is frequently insisted on. | 

In the central business district 4% per cent 
is practically the minimum rate. A month ort 
so ago a few 4 per cent loans were made, 
but the same lerders, it is understood, are 
unwilling at present to put out anything at 
lees than 4% per cent, while the North- 
western Mutual Life still insists upon 5 per 
cent and is not particular about putting 
enything out here at that rate even, owing 
to Us announced policy to reduce its line of 
loans in this city.

STORIES OF DEAD RULER. 


| Slashed Off Noses and Ears and 
Fed Those Who Offended Him 
to the Crocodiles. 


BT FRANK G. CARPENTER. : 
BULAWAYO, July 8.—Stand with me in 
the public square of Bulawayo in front of 

bronze statue of Ceci! Rhodes, and take 

a look at the changes that are going on in 
Rhodesia. We are in sight of the hill upon 

which the notorious African tyrant Loben- 
‘guia had his kraal, and within an hour's 
walk of the crocodile 1 into which he 
threw, tied hand and foot, any of his sub- 
jects who had offended him. The pool was 
full of man eating reptiles and the criminals 
thus executed needed no burial. 

All around us lies the Bulawayo of 1908, 
the chief city of Rhodesia, and the bigges: 
South African settlement above the Trans 
vaal. The ground is flat and the wide streets 
extend out on every side. The place was 

planned by Jameson, the explorer, and he 

made every roadway broad enough so that a 

Gullock cart of sixteen’ span could turn 

around init. — 

Bulawayo in 1908. 

The buildings are comparatively low and 
the width of the streets makes them look 
lower. The-moat of the stores are of one and 
two stories. They are built of stone and 
brick. A few are of granite, but the chief 
building material is a red sandstone from 
3 nearby.

Wives Sold for Cattle. 

The native commisstoner tells me that 
marriage among these negroes is largely 4 
matter of bargain and sale. The groom 
pays the bride’s father a certain sum for 
his daughter. The usual price for a strong 
and good looking gir! is four cows, or if she 
be the daughter of a chief she may bring 
as much as five or six. It used to be that 
girls were often betrothed and bought when 
they were babies, the grooms paying a part 
of the purchase price at that time and the 
rest by installments,. In such cases the 
fathers agreed to rear the girls. This prac- 
tice has been stopped by the government, as 
it resulted in many an old man possessing 
several very young wives; and also as the 
girls frequently fell in love with young men 
the strife between their old prospective 
‘husbands and the young lovers, whom they 
wanted as husbands, was great. 

As it is now a girl must be of a certain 
‘age before she can be sold. In some tribes 
ene ie married at 13, and in others she must 
be 17 before she is ready for wedding. I 
suppose that 14 or 15 might be put as the 
average age of marriage among the Mata- 
beles. 

The native women are gradually acquiring 
more rights under the rule of the white men. 
In the past they had but few that their 
husbands were bound to respect, but today 
the government grants divorces on the 
ground of infidelity and cruelty, and a woman 
may bring her husband into court. Among 
the various tribes of South Africa divorces 
are frequent. There are some in which a 
woman ean be divorced if she takes milk out 
‘of the family supply without asking her 
husband, and some in which infidelity is 
punished by death. In such a case the hus- 
band can demand back the cattle he paid 
for his wife, or if he cannot get the cattle 
he can claim all the children as his 8 
sion. As a rule most of the natives think 
quite as much of their cattle as their wives. 

Poor Labor Supply. 

The natives are bad farmers, and they do 
not form a good labor supply. In raising 
their own crops they do no plowing. They 
merely hoe the ground over and drop the 
ern. The crop is weeded once or twice and 
then allowed to ripen. Nothing fs known 
about fertilization, and, as the soil is virgin, 
this is not necessary as yet. The negroes are 
largely used to work in the mines of Rho- 
desia, and there is a demand for them in 
those of the Transvaal. The whites of this 
country object to their transportation on 
the ground that Pe! are needed for the local 
development and for the building of raj)- 
roads both in southern Rhodesia and in the 
lands farther north. I understand that the 
natives have been increasing in number under 


the rule of the white men, and that they are

In the second 
Cowan's mare had the better of it on turning 
the stretch, but went te a break, Bob Shipley 
forging ahead. The mare settled, but seemed 
unsteady, and then plunged into the rail, 
throwing her driver forward over the dash- 
board. Mr. Cowan's fall was broken by land- 
ing on top of the mare and he rolled free from 
the wreck to the grass in the infield. 
The position in which he struck the mare 
in falling partly broke his fall and saved him 
from serious injury. It was fortunate that 
Bob Shipley, driven by Samuel Cozzens, was 
in the lead, and in no ways was interfering 
with the other horse. 


Mr. Cowan, except for a few slight bruises, 
was not injured. On examination it was the 
opinion of the experts that the cause of the 
death of the mare was heart failure.

Loaded with her fifteen tons of coal and her 
tank carrying 9,000 gallons of water.

row. She has pulled in 600 tons of train 
behind her and she ought to have earned a 
little rest, but if she stays three hours in her 
stall it will be a wonder unless Mike or the 
master mechanic decides that she needs a lit- 
tle Burnside doctoring in some of her mo- 
tion parts.” 

In the ash pit outside her fires are drawn 
and @umped into three feet of water. But 
she is alive yet, probably with forty pounds 
of pressure still in her boilers.

No. 1085 is still hissing hot in places. Her 
safety valve is pulled open to let out the last 
of the steam and with the inspector general 
and half a dozen parts specialists crowd- 
ing up, the engine is attracting a good deal 
of deserved attention. One of these special- 
ists looks into the firing apparatus, another 
examines the airbrakes, another is busied 
with the rods and motion parts, the boiler 
specialist ts busy, the box packer is there, 
and every one appears as anxious for her 
health and well being as if she were human 
and might leave him a legacy at her death. 

But all of this is little more than the un- 
harnessing, rubbing down, and bedding of a 
team of horses in a barn. Perhaps in two 
hours No. 1085 will be ready for another 
engineer to board her for another fast pas- 
senger run, while for her to stand in her stall 
five or six hours would be remarkable. The 
law sees to it that the engineer gets his 
apportioned rest, but the modern locomotive 
must be kept moving. 

But no matter how stanch and active No. 
1035 shall prove herself, when she has round- 
ed out 120,000 miles of the most efficient 
service, she must go to the locomotive shops 


at Burnside. This is Illinois Central law 
based in railway economics.

Entitled to a Day Off. 

Experience has proved that after these 
120, 000 miles have been reeled off a locomo- 
tive is entitled to a layoff and to hospital 
treatment. Steel will not sfand the thunder- 
ous jar and vibration that shakes the 194 tons 
dead weight of 1035, making sixty to sev- 
enty miles an hour. Figured at sixty miles 
an hour, even a locomotive must be 2,000 
hours running to complete the mileage stunt. 
Then, no matter how clean her record of 
behavior, No. 1085 must go to Burnside for 
an overhauling generally. 

As a hospital in the human sense Burnside 
ig impossible. In the machine shop into 
which the locomotive is first taken a phono- 
graphic cylinder easily might be cracked in 
making a record. In the blacksmith shop, 
with a hundred siedge hammers beating, a 
dozen vast forges roaring and flaming at a 
white heat, and a 5,000 p d trip hammer 
striking blows that shake the earth, sleep 
might be doubted half a mile away.

After all, however, 
these great passenger locomotives of the type 
of 1035 know what noise is when at a sixty 
mile. clip and the simile of the veterinary 
hospital will hold as fitting and effective for 
treatment.

These locomotives in the — hundred class, 
emptied of fire and water and cut off from the 
tender, weigh 112 tons. For the general over- 
hauling after 120,000 miles the engine is run 
first into the machine shop and stopped over 
its pit. This makes access easy to every part 
of the motion machinery underneath the 
great frame. In this position a thorough in- 
spection is made by specialists. 

When the condition of the locomotive has 
been determined from an outside examina- 
tion bolte and rivets are loosened, the great 
traveling crane overhead is run up, chains 
and cables are made fast to the boiler, and 
the body of the engine is lifted from its axles. 

Three seventy-five inch drive wheels on 
each side, with nine inch axles, are support- 
ing the framework which carries the boiler 
body. These are drawn from under and the 
boiler portion blocked up toa working height. 
The boiler workers begin stripping the boiler 
to the shell, while the specialists on the mo- 
tion parts begin taking to pieces all the mo- 
tion works of the tremendous machine.

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240,000 Miles for Axles. 

Not until the locomotive has made her se- 
ond trip to the hospital, with a record of 240,- 
000 miles, are her axles taken from the driv- 
ere and replaced. But on thet second trip, 
regardless of apparent soundness, not a 
single one of these nine inch steel axles is left 
keyed to the drivers. The locomotive has run 
a distance belting the globe ten times over 
and the shock and jar to nine inch steel has 
erystallized the metal past trusting longer 
until welding and forging these shafts over 
again make it fit for locomotive frames. 

Whether castings, forgings, or chisel cut, 
every part of this motion machinery can be 
replaced in the Burnside shops Only the 
foundry work is done outside the plant, 
though in this contract work the shops supply 
the patterns for the moldings. There are 
locomotives there which have been in the 
service for thirty years, but as to how old 
they are is a question more troublesome then

Labor Laundry’s Main Expense. 


Labor is the largest item of expense in the 
faundry business Soap and water and starch 
are cheap.

They 
are probably more independent than those of 
any other industry, securing employment 

* mhen they can in the fall and winter and de- 
manding their own terms when the heat of 
the summer has placed them in command of 
the situation. 

The wise laundryman, while not appar- 

ently bowing to labor, studies his help close- 
ly in the dull period, comesin contact with as 
many unemployed workers as possible, tries 
‘them out in the various departments of the 
laundry, culls the good from the bad, the ex- 
pert from the mediocre and so treats them 
that he is able to meet any emergency that 
may arise in the summer. 

To accomplish this purpose the launéryman 
i> the dull period adopts à policy of leniency 
toward his help, refrains from driving them 
heard and often carries a pay roll far larger 
than is necessary to turn out the current 
work.

Laundry Trust Gets In Work. 

Aas in other avenues of industry, the trust 
idea has become paramount in the laundry 
business. The principle of combination has 
been followed so diligently that now the 
Small laundry has been practically oblit- 
erated. Most of the small concerns have been 
absorbed or forced to suspend and those who 
have dared to resist the trust tendency are 
eking out a bare existence. 

The idea of combination is further empbha- 
sized in the Laundrymen’s association to 
which all the large laundries belong. Month- 
ly dinners are held at which the representa- 
tives of the various concerns discuss the laun- 
dry industry in all its phases. 

The association has rules that are sup- 
posed to govern the relations of one member 
to another. For example, one member of the 
easociation is not permitted to solicit a branch 
efice of another member. If one member 

des solicit a branch of another, the com- 
plaining member is entitled to take two of 
the branch offices of the offending laundry. 

Ie case a branch office changes from one 
fauhdry in the association to another volun- 
tarily the laundry that gets the new business 
fe required to notify the concern losing the 
busmese so that the latter may have an op- 
portunity to patch up its differences with 
the branch office.

The 
shirts, collars, and cuffs are hung on hooks 
attached to a small chain belt, which moves 
slowly over pulleys, The belt is so arranged 
in the dry room that the shirt or collar or 
cuff remains just long enough in the intense 
heat to dry it sufficiently. 3 

The troning process li comparatively m- 
ple. All women’s clothes are troned by hand. 
Shirt bosoms, collars, and cuffs are ironed by 
machinery, The flat work, such as table- 
cloths, sheets, pillow slips, spreads, towels, 
and napkins, are run through a huge ironing 
machine which is known as a mangle. 

When the clothes have been washed, 
starched, and ironed they must be sorted by 
mark.

By 1860 
he had reached the unhoped for position of 
princſpabot the Columbia City (Ind.) schools; 
but having reached this dizzy anne he 
still was not satisfied. 


When yet a boy he had 3 the farm- 


ers of his neighborhood with his ability as a 
trader and now that he was a full fledged city 
chap he began to make use of that gift. For 
some years he traded, speculated, and madea 
nice little fortune, but the fates, desigtiing 
him for larger things, *“‘ busted "’ him and he 
left Columbia City for parts unknown, leav- 
ing behind him debts amounting. to 52.000 
almost as much as he makes in a week now- 
adays.

en. one except his friend, Judge Adair, but every 


one of his creditors received à note from 
Hunt stating that he would return some day 
In the future and pay back in full what he

county didn’t know whether Hunt was dead 
or alive. Landing in Iowa he applied for a 
job as teacher, but was told that he must 
pass an examination on a foreign language.

In this position Hunt's executive ability 
became known and he madé many changes 
for the better in the work.of the school.

From this place he went to the president's 
chair at Ames college, but meanwhile had 
found time to study for the ministry. 

While filling the pulpit for an absent min- 
ister the editor of the Columbia City paper 
heard of him and then for the first time since 
he had left his home folks learned of his 
career. 

But Leigh Hunt was not destined to be 
either a teacher or a preather. In 1886, 
pecking up his small amount of goods and 
less. amount of money, he set out for the west 
and started in business as an editor. Al- 
though 8 t blessed with the money himself, 
he bought the Seattle Post-Intelligencer and 
Organized a stock company. More than 
$18,000 was paid to him for stock in this com- 
pany, but all of this money went into the 
plant, and again showing his executive abfi- 
ity Hunt soon had one of the best known 


„papers on the coast.

Not satisfied with filling the editor’s chair, 


Hunt branched, out and became interested 
in almost anything any one wanted to start. 
He had stock in mines, street railroads, steam 
railroads, was director in half a dosen finan- 
cial institutions, president of a bank, and 
incidentally political boss of the state. 

But the fated again became interested in 
him and in the panic of ‘98 Hunt went smash, 
owing over $1,200,000. Again he left town and 
left notes for his creditors, telling them 
that he would repay every dollar he owéd 
with compound interest. 

Hunt next showed up in New York, where 


some of the big men of the city became so) 
impressed with his ability that they sent him 


to China to build a railroad for them. But 
by the time he reached that far away place 
the Chinese government had rescinded the 
concession whereby the road was to be built 
and Hunt was down and out, thousands of 
miles from home.

Actresses were the first to appreciate the 
services of these women who buy and sell 
such clothing, but in their case it was the 
elegant evening dresses and cloaks which 
they sought. But the simple, hand made 
gowns are as frequently part of the stock, 
of these buyers, especially if they are them- 
selves women of taste. Such gowns cleaned, 
or even colored, refurbished, and, with the 
accompaniment of good shoes and gloves 
and hat, are entirely suitable for evening 
or Sunday wear for a girl of small means, 
and the exquisiteness of their finish and 
cut is gratifying. But the girl of small means 
who loves elaborately trimmed, showy 
things, would better let these shops alone, 
for what she buys is bound to lock beyond 
her means, just as the cheap, untrimmed 
things she buys look irretrievably Fase 
after a few wearings.

Flower Making Bred in the Blood. 


Especially is this true in this day of flower trim- 
mings in wonderful shades. “Piower making is bred 
in the blood,” says an importer in one of the large 
wholesale millinery houses whose counters are verita- 
ble conservatories of wonderful bloom. “It is a mat- 
ter of touch, eye, taste, and the sense of color as well 
as sense of feeling which is handed down from one 
generation to another of the flower makers of Paris, 
Many attempts to manufacture flowers are made in 
this country, but with the exception of silk and velvet 
flowers, which are of prohibitive price, the result has 
been failure.” 

Cotton and linen are the only materials that can 
be made to imitate nature. When the French flower 
girl gives the deft touch which turns back each petal 
to these flowers and the dexterous brush adds the color 
tinges, each blossom among many has a distinct caar- 
acter of its own, each is individual, as if nature had 
done it, so perfect an imitation are they. 

“When an American tries it the result is about 
as artistic,” says the importer, “as a rag doll. It is 
a daub and—well in short, it is not a success.“

Many Families Supported by House. 


The importation of flowers by a large wholesale 
house is carried on through a Paris agent. Many 
families of the flower workers are supporteè by such 
a house as this—in fact, a whole colony of them clus- 
ter around the Paris house. 

“Old and young, men and women, they come in 
with their boxes of the particular blossom they make,“ 
says this buyer. “The fathers, mothers, and grand- 
mothers, and sometimes everybody in the family down 
to the younger children, work on the same flower. 
One whole family will make roses, and another daisies, 
and the secret of this particular flower has been 
handed down in the family for generations. More 
often than not they have never made any other kind.”

This is the form in which most of the straw is 
sent to this country from the narrow, smooth, even 
bolt which is known as Milan, and which is made of 
the top of the wheat, to the coarser braid« made of 
all parts of it.

Making of the Leghorn Hat. 

When it comes to her leghorn hat, which is made 
of a finer, harder wheat grown in Tuscany, a girl's 
headgear is a bit more imported than it is in any 
other kind of straw. The mysterions joining of the 
fine braids is done by the deft straw worker—tied to- 
gether in some miraculous way with the tiny straw 
threads which you can see if you look on the wrong 
side. The shapes into which the leghorn worker makes 
her braid are of two kinds—fiats and hoods, so-called, 
meaning a high peaked crownlike thing which will ad- 
mit of pressing into any shape. Whatever shape your 
hat may be, it has started in one of these hoods. 

A leghorn factory has thousands of these flats put 
away in its storerooms; it is part of the business to 
take them as fast as they can get them from the 
straw workers, for there may be a wheat famine some 
year and there has to be a surplus ahead. They are 
sent in this shape to the wholesale houses and again 
go into workrooms to be made over blocks and to have 
crowns and brims fastened together. The different 
sections of the wheat are again seen Here for all 
grades, from the finest leghorn to one made of the 
coarsest, broadest. possible straw are seen. Many a 
woman who is not posted mistakes one of there coars- 
est leghorns for panama, which is still another distinct 
branch of the hat making operation. 

How her leghorn differs so much in color from that 
of the girl next to her is something which the girl 


wearer wonders about. Natural, bleached, burnt, and 


dyed are the divistons in leghorn, with a strong em- 
phasis on the bleached this year. The way some of 
these processes are done is a trade secret, and the best 
results in all of them are accomplished in the recesses 
of the wholesale workrooms— that is, where it is a 
comprehensive house that aims to embrace everything, 
‘as the large wholesale houses do.

With our nearest neighbor, Mars, however, it is) differ- 
ent. We know now that Mars possesses a climate far 
finer and more equable than our own. That Seasons 
occur with greater regularity than with us, and that 
there exists there every condition requisite for life in 
a high form of development.

Martian Summer Thing to Envy. 

While Peary, Nansen, Abruzzi, and all their Drother- 
hood are striving vainly as yet to penetrate the mystery 
of our poles, we know all about the Martian polar re- 
gions. We can watch the snow line gradually disap- 
pearing and the appearance of summer. There is little 
rain and few clouds at Mars and our presumptive neigh- 
bors enjoy a summer which would make the inhabitants 
of the-South Pacific islands green with envy.

If there are inhabitants on Mars it is at least rea- 
eonable to assume that there also are inhabitants on 
such other of the planets which have reached a stage 
where life is supportable.

Homes of Strange and Incredible Beings. 
Strange and incredible must be the beings who exist 
on those far distant planets. On many of them the con- 
ditions of life are almost exactly the reverse of those 
known to us and some of them are so vast that the dis- 


_covery of an American continent would affect their in- 


habitants as little as the discovery of a new island 
would us. Jupiter is just eleven times bigger than the 
earth and just at present appears about to start on 
its terrestrial existence. That is, it probably will have 
finished its preparations in another few million years. 
That sounds pretty long, but it really is a mere bag- 
atelle, astronomically speaking. P 

Eons ago Jupiter was a sun all in its own right. It 
had a little system of seven worlds that basked in its 
Jovian heat, but those worlds have all gone out into 
the dark void. Jupiter died one day and his satellites 
perished, as our own world probably will perish when 
our sun dies. But Jupiter only died to be born again 
in a new shape. It finished its solar career, is rapidly 
passing through its stellar existence, and will presently 
start on its terrestrial life. 

There is a little red patch visible on Jupiter, which 
the astronomers declare is a continent in the making. If 
we could get near enough we would be able to seea new 
world in the throes of ite birth. The tremendous ma- 
chinery of the spheres is revolving and with the thunder 
of the infinite continents and oceans are heing welded 
together in a fashion which will unite them for count- 
less ages.

Short Days and Long Years in Jupiter. 

A Jovian year consists of a mere trifie of 10,455 days, 
Dut in that vast chaos the sun only shines five hours 
each day. The great bulk is revolving at the equator 
at the incredible speed of a revolution every nine and a 
half hours, but it moves slower at the poles. This 
proves that the process of solidification is not yet com- 
plete and that the infant world has not yet come to its 
own. 

But there are other worlds, illimitable in number as 
stars of the sea, stretching away into infinity until imag- 
ination is numbed and senseless attempting to grasp the 
fact of their existence. Not only worlds but entire 
systems, with two or three euns and many moons, where 
beings with powers undreamed of by us mortals may, 
and in all probability do, exist and work out their ex- 
istence in spans of time which are to our brief lives as 
we ourselves are to a butterfly. 

The planet Castor, which in reality is two stars re- 
volving around one another, takes 347 years for one 
revolution. While one annual period has been elapsing 
on that planet generations have grown up and passed 
away among us. The last Castorian year ended two 
earthly years ago. It commenced in 1559, before he 
Armada had sailed and when America was naught but 
the happy hunting grounds of the Indian, with a few 
adventurers risking their lives in attempts to penetrate 
its fastnesses. In the course of this tremendous year 
mighty powers have risen and fallen on earth and our 
modern world has emerged from the stress and storm 
of the middle ages.

Light Travels at a Mere Snail's Pace. 

But much stronger than all this is the contempla- 
tion of what the people of these unknown worlds are see- 
ing if they are occupied with the concerns of this little 
world at all. Light travels at what to us is the incon- 
ceivable speed of 186,405 miles a second, but in the 
language of the spheres that is merely a snail's pace. 

The light from many stars has deen traveling 


towards us for centuries and has not yet arrived. 
Similarly our own light has taken centuries to reach 


distant worlds and is still traveling towards others 
which are so far from us that when that light will 
have reachéd them this earth will have long since 
ceased to exist.

Miss Martha Baker is one of the Chicago miniature 
artists who has done some of the best work geen in this 
country. It was while receiving her instruction at the 
Art institute she was made to realize her latent possi- 
bilities. 

One year the Arché club offered prises to the @iffer- 
ent departments of the Art institute. Miss Baker wished 
to test her ability, entered into the competition and 
won the rst prize for miniatéres. 

This was the first promise that she would become 
a splendid worker in her chosen field. Since then Miss 
Baker has painted women and children throughout the 
country and her work has been shown at most of the 
exhibitions abroad and at home, where it has received 
warmest commendation. 

The best known of these many miniatures is “In an 
Old Gown,” which was originally a miniature end then 
painted on a large canvas. The young woman sub- 
ject is pensive. Her refined, delicate face is full of 
deep rich thought. Her only ornament is the fan she 
holds in her hand. The plain white dress with the 
large balloon skirt is as quaint and attractive as her 
countenance. 5 

Another charm of this picture is the composition, 
for the figure is partly reflected in the mirror which 
hangs behind. Every light and shadow is as beauti- 
fully handled as the face and features. This single 
portrait is illustrative of all of Miss, Baker's work, for 
she never strives nor strains for effect, but is satiafied 
to find the charm her model offers.

The railroad 
employés, fearing lest wages will be re- 
duced if the consumer is not flayed; are 
joining in the demand that freight rates 
be increased. ‘This is not the first time 
that they have made common cause with’ 
the employers. When the Hepburn law 


was under consideration the employés 


were told that its passage would mean a 
reduction of rates and consequently of 
wages. So they did what they could to 
defeat a law which, as it has turned 
out, has not hurt them. 

The lot of the consumer, otherwise the 
public, is an unhappy one. When rail- 
roads and their employés are at war he 
suffers and neither side pays any atten- 
tion to his sufferings. When the roads 
and the employés discover a “ community 
of interest he is apt to get the worst 
of it. But his sufferings are the more 
acute when the roads and their employés 
are at war. Sooner higher rates on some 
commodities than that calamity.

The. order was given by the duke on the 
night before the battle, and as the general 
to whom it was communicated-realized that 
the duke was in his cups he insisted pn hav- 
ing the order in writing. To satisfy him 
the duke is said to have angrily snatched 
a card from the table at which he sat 
gambling and to have written the order. 


| The instructions of the duke were put into 


execution on the following day and but few 
of the adherents of Charles Edward, the 
young pretender, escaped: to tell the tale of 
their defeat. The massacre, indeed—for 
that is what the battle of Culloden degener- 
‘ated into in the end—excitéed ind ion and 
horror not only throughout but 
also in England, and.won for this uncle of 
George III. the lasting nickname of the 
Batehex of rang ol " 


When King . the W granted 
Slain’s castle to Gilbert Hay of Erroll he 
Hkewise created him hereditary lord high 
constable of Scotland, and this dignity has 
‘come down along with the castle and the 
earldom of Erroll to the present owner of 
Slain’s, who is the nineteenth earl of his line. 
As lord high constable he is by. birth the 
first subject of the crown in Scotland after 
the Dbiood royal, and as such takes prece- 
dence in the northern kingdom immediately 
after the princes of the reigning house and 
before any dukes, marquesses or dignitaries 


Sir Waiter Scott, who was a frequent visi- 
tor at Slain's, was wont to describe how the 
fourteenth earl of Erroll, when he went to 
London in .1761 from Scotland to officiate 
as lord high constable of §cotland at the 
coronation of George III., was an object of 
particular interest not onty to the court 
but also to the popylace, owing to the faet 
that only sixteen years previously his fa- 
ther, as Lord Kilmarnock, had been put to 
death on Tower hill by means of decapita- 
tion ae an adherent of the house of Stuart 
and a rebel against the Hanoverian dynasty. 
Walpole describes this Lord. Erroll as the 
noblest figure I ever saw.’ 

The present Lord Erroll is a great favorite 
at court; being, indeed, related, after a 
fashion, to the royal family. For his grand- 
mother was one of the natural daughters 
of King William IV. by Mrs. Jordan, known 
to the stage as Dolly Bland. Queen Ade- 
lalde, the consort.of. Willam IV., who had 
lost her own children in baby hood, was 
extremely kind to the illegitimate offspring 
of her husband, and took a particular fancy 
to Lady Elizabeth Fitzclarence, the lovell- 


est of all Mrs. Jordan's girls, treating ber, 


indeed, as an adopted daughfer and having 
her always with her. Lady Elizabeth mar- 
ried the seventeenth earl of Erroll, and one 
of her daughters, Agnes by name, married 
the late Lord Fife and became the mother 
of the present duke of Fife. 


— 

Lord Erroll is one of the very few’ mem- 
bers of the British peerage that can boast 
of having been born on thig side of the At- 
lantic, having come into the world at Mon- 
treal in 1852. He served with a gdod deal 
of distinction through the war in South 
Africa, has commanded the royal horse 
guards, and, in addition to being lord high 
constable and knight maresehal of Scotland, 
is likewise chief of the historic house of Hay, 
of which two junior branches are headed by 
the marquis of Tweeddale and the earl of 
Kinnoull. According té some the Hays are 
a branch of the Norman de la Hayes, who 
ame over to England at the time of the 
conquest and drifted northwards to Scotland. 
But the most popular belief is that which is 
commemorated in the heraldic devices of the 
house and in the family motto, “Serva 
jugum,"’ which may be interpreted as pre- 
serve the yoke.” 

The story goes that at the battle of Lon- 
earty against the Danes a stout yeoman 
farmer performed prodigies of valor with 
the yoke of his plow, turning defeat into vic- 
tory and reeeiving in recognition thereof 
lands and knighthood from his grateful sov- 
ereign as well as authority to use as support- 
ers for his new armoria! bearings a couple of 
yeomen, each armed with a yoke. 

It is difficult to realize that only fifty years 
bave elapsed since the civic and) political 
emancipation of the Jews in Great Bfttain. 
‘So conspicuous is the part which they play 
today in English official and political life 
and likewise in society that it needed the 
celebration of the jubilee of the passage of 
the emancipation bill, enabling Baron Lionel 
Rothschild to take his seat in the house of 
commons for the city of London, to recall 
the fact that until 1858 Hebrews were sub- 
jected to all sorts of humiliating diecrim- 
inations, debarred from the legislature, 
from political and administrative office, and 
even from university education. 


io 

Today there is quite a large representation 
of the Jewish race in the house of commons, 
while Nathaniel Rothschild, as Lord Roth- 
schild, the late, Henry de Worms as Lord 
Pirbright, Sydney Stern as. Lord Wands- 
worth, Herbert Stern as Lord Michelham. 
and Samuel Montagu.as Lord Swaythling 
havé, as peers, been admitted to seats in the 
house of lords. Sir Matthew Nathan, a pro- 
feesing Jew, is governor and representative 
of the king in Ceylon, Sir Julian Goldschmid 
has been deputy speaker of the house of 
commons, Sir George Jessel has been solicitor 
géneral and master of the rolls, while Henry 
de Worms has been assistant secretary of 
state under Lord Salisbury. Some of them 
are members of the privy council, many of 
them hold high rank in the army, and, in one 
word, there are no offices that are closed to 
them save the dignities of the established 
Church of England. For the greatest: legal 
experts have pointed out that while certain 
offices, such as, for instance, the lord high 
ehancellorship of the realm, are closed to 
Roman Catholics by ancient statute, there 
is nothing whatsoever to prevent the wool- 
sack being occupied by a Jew. 

Jews played a very important role in the 
development of England's colonial empire. 
excepting, perhaps, here in America. Butin 
the West Indies especially they contributed 
in no small degree to the former prosperity 
of the islands. and by way of recognizing 
this parliament passed in 1740 a Jaw per- 
mitting Jews who had resided in the British 
colonies for a period exceeding seven years 
to secure letters of naturalization as English 
citizens. This privilege was, however, re- 
stricted to the colonies. 

Thirteen years later the goverhment of 
the ddy, wishing to manifest its appreciation 
of the loyalty which the Jews in Great Brit- 
ain had shown to the house of Hanover in the 
Jacobean movement, especially in the insur- 
rection of 1745, secured, with a zood deal of 
difficulty, the enactment of a law admitting 
the Jews to naturalization in ‘the united 
kingdom—that is to say, according to them 
the full rights of citizenehip. But the law 
proved so unpopular and aroused such an 
immense amount of opposition throughout 
the country that its repeal became impera- 
tive, and twelve months later the govern- 
ment was compelled to remove it from the 
statute books, to which it was not restored 
until more than a hundred years afterwards. 
The #ffect of the repeal of the law was far 
reaching and caused a large number of prom- 
went Jewish familtes to become converts 
to the established Church of England rather 
than to forfeit the advantages which they 
had obtained by the naturalization law be- 
fore its repeal. Among those who became 
converts to Christianity in this way were 
the Disraelis, the Ricardos, the Aguilars. the 
Gideons, and scores of other families, some 
of whom have reverted to Judaism, while 
others have remained Christian ever since— 
that is to say, for over 150 years—and have 
nothing Hebraic save their name and their 
origin |

Yet the life of goodness 
ig simply the life that sets the good above 
goods, the life that seeks the things that are 
3 good, not for itself alone but 
or 

, Goodness is not a weak, sentimental feeling 
that comes over one when certain hymns 
are being sung or when the music of the 
organ rolls through the dim aisles of the great 
cathedral. Neither is goodness simply the 
negation of evil. a good man is infinitely | 
better than a statue, though he may have 
some bad habits while the statue certainly 
has none. 

Goodness is the determined search of the 
life for the highest. good. Goodness is the 
power in character which is like health in the 
body; the result of right nutrition, proper 
labor, exercise and high thinking. It is seen 
in strength and not in weakness, in positive 
elements rather than in negative; it makes 
more of a man and not less. 

Goodness is manifest in the qualities of 
héalthfulness of the inner life, in tastes 
that crave the good and loathe the evil, that 
love truth and hate a lie, in habits and epti- 
tudes that make themselves known in 4 
thousand little ways rather than’ in single 
acts and in attitudes of professed ple 

You cannot hide the goodness of the Ae 
man any more than you can cover up the bad- 
ness of the bad. Character is a light that 
sets itself up where all may see it. What 
you are always proclaims itself so much more 
loudly and clearly than what you want folks 
to think you are that there is little chance of 
mistake. 

But if one would find this life of goodness, 
how shall it be had? It is had as the physical 
goodness. which we call health is to be had, 
by right living, right habits, right nutrition. 
Every act.done because we know it is the 
good thing to do from the nigh motive of its 
moral and spiritual values is a contribution 
to the life of goodness. Steadily choosing the 
best in all things is the way to the possession 
of the best always. 

The good life is as much a matter of habit 
as the bad one. Every act determines habit. 
It is no use sighing for the life of goodness 
while persisting in the deeds of darkness. 
Neither may we find that Ute while cherish- 
ing the thoughts of evil; you cannot be hosts 
to devils within and pope to shine as an angel 
of light without. 

The lite of goodness is not for the pious 
prig. The man who thinks that he only is 
good and all others are hopelessly bad is 
about the only hopeless case the moral 
physician meets. One has to believe in the 
good in-others to find the good in himself. 
We are never any better in ourselves than 
we believe others may be. 

Life's highest prises have high prices, yet 
they are its greatest bargains. No posses- 
sion is so well worth the gaining as this of 
goodness, the clean heart, the clever eye, the 
keen taste for the right and true, the high 
delight in that which is best, the love of the 
things that have come down to us as the 
great heritage of our past, the labor for the 
future that glows before. 

After all, this right hte may be the most 
that any one can give to his world. The 
grandest contribution to the physical well 
being. of thé race is to be well and strong 
yourself, The finest contribution to the moral 
and spiritual wealth of our times is to culti- 
vate this life of normal soul health. He 
who thus is strong gives strength and is * 
to give good service to all.

“ far less objectionable than to sit and gorge 
on turtle soup, duck, and salmon mayon- 
naise, while a band cooped up in a corner 
played selections.“ Dr. Macnamara’s views 
on. the subject have met with expressions of 
disapproval. But he declares that he fails to 
comprehend why any one should take ex- 
ception to the pracce, and that, as for him- 
self, he means to persevere in whistling as he 
takes his early walk. Probably from now 
on there will be a note of deflance in his pipe, 
In fact, défiance is often denoted in that 
fashion. A bdy reprimanded, or a servant 
dismissed, goes away whistling, if he dare. 
He wishes to express contempt, and to en- 
rage His master, or at any rate to save his 
face.”’
